COWS TRAINED 

FOR THE TEST 

Jerseys at tke World's Fair Are Ex- 
pected to Show That They Are 
Superior to AH Other Breeds. 

The herd of Jersey cows assembled 
at the World's Fair at St. Louis to rep- 
resent the Jersey breed In the universal 
daily test has been inspected and has 
been pronounced in perfect condition 
and ready to start upon thoir six 
months' grind on a day's notice. 

W. It. Spann of the Burr Oak Jersey 
farm, Dallas, Tex., was the inspector, 
and he was thorough in his work. lie 
passed a week on the Exposition 
grounds, and much of the time was 
spent in and around the Jersey cattle 
barn, and the condition of each indi- 
vidual of the herd of forty cows was 
definitely ascertained. 

Never was more intelligent and care- 
ful treatment lavished on animals. No 
athlete was ever better trained for a 
contest requiring the development of 
speed, skill and endurance than has 
been this herd of Jerseys. When it is 
known that this herd is to compete 
with selected herds of Holsteins, Short- 
horns, Brown Swiss and Devons, and 
the herd making the best score for the 
production of butter, milk and cheese 
Is to establish the standing of the 
various breeds, the importance of the 
cows being in perfect condition may 
be understood. 

For a solid year the Jerseys have 
been in constant training. Twenty- 
five cows will participate in the con- 
test Cows were selected from the 
best herds in the United States. 

Dr. J. J. Richardson, president of 
the American Jersey Cattle Club, un- 
der whose auspices this entry is made, 
toured Europe and visited the famed 
Isle of Jersey, where the breed origi- 
nated. He was seeking the best cows, 
but returned satisfied that Europe 
could show no cows that were better 
than those bred in America. 

Though only twenty-five cows will 
participate in the test, forty cows were 
selected. They were assembled at 
Jerseyville, 111., a year ago. This is 
near St. Louis, and the cattle have be- 
come acclimated. Last December they 
were removed to St. Louis. The cows 
are the property of individual members 
of the club and are loaned for the term 
of the test. C. T. Graves, a breeder 
at Maitland, Mo., was selected as the 
superintendent to have charge of the 
cattle, and he has been highly com- 
plimented by Dr. Richardson and In- 
spector Spann for the wonderfully fine 
condition in which he has placed the 

A series of model dairy barns have 
been built for the breeds competing in 
the test. The barns are octagonal in 
form, and are so arranged that the 
cows are in the center and a wide 
promenade permits visitors to pass 
around and view the cows as they 
stand in their stalls. 

The milking and feeding are to be 
done in plain view of the public, and 
representatives of the various herds 
will at all times have access to all the 
barns to see that no sharp practices 
are indulged In. 

The test not only consists in show- 
ing the amount of butter, milk and 
cheese produced, but the cost or pro- 
duction Is taken into consideration. 
Every ounce of food given each cow is 
weighed and carefully recorded. When 
the cows are milked, the milk is con- 
veyed to a model creamery in the Ag- 
ricultural building, where it is tested 
and made into butter and cheese and 
where all records are carefully kept. 

The Jersey cattle participated in a 
similar test at Chicago during the Co- 
lumbian Exposition and carried off 
first honors. 

Superintendent Graves is sanguine 
over the result of the present test. He 
says that the Jerseys have always 
demonstrated their superiority over all 
other breeds when placed in competi- 
tion, and this time they will show to 
better advantage than ever. Not only 
Is the Jersey milk richer in butter fat 
than the milk of any other breed, says 
Mr. Graves, but it can be produced at 
a less cost. The Jersey cows are the 
smallest of the standard breeds, and 
be asserts that they consume less feed. 
They assimilate their food, and it is 
converted into milk and butter and is 
not used in building up and sustaining 

"We are going to make all other 
breeds take to the woods after this 
test," said Mr. Graves. "A few days 
ago I was testing some of our Jersey 
milk, and my hands were all sticky 
and greasy from the enormous amount 
of butter fat the milk contained. Mr. 
Von Heyne, who is in charge of the 
Holsteins, sent over a quantity of his 
milk for me to test. Of course, from a 
commercial standpoint, there was no 
comparison between the milk, but it 
was a pleasure to test his milk, for 
when I got through there was no 
grease on my v hands. After this I 
will have a bucket of Holstein milk 
around handy to wash my hands in 
after testing our own rich Jersey milk." 

The test begins May 16 and contin- 
ues 120 days.

account of the experiences of a 
Western man of more moderate 
tastes, which we find in the 
Charleston News and Courier, 
givesp we think, a fairer idea of 
what the average visitor to St. 
Louis may expect. 

The Western man referred to is 
Mr. Frank P. McLeman, "re- 
sponsible' head" of the Topeka 
Slate Journal, and the facts of his 
experience, which we take at 
second hand, are as follows: He 
stopped at the Inside Inn, just 
within the gates of the exposition. 
It cost him 5 cents each for him- I 
self and his party to go from the 
railroad station to the exposition 
grounds. He found the charges 
for rooms at this place ranging 
from $1 a day to $5 for each per- 
son, according to the size of his 
pocketbook and his desire for 
conveniences and luxuries. He 
was able to get breakfast for 50 
cents a head, luncheon for 50 cents 
and dinner for 75 cents. He 
found the charge for service in 
barber shops 15 cents, the same as 
in Topeka. Newspapers could be 
bought for 2 cents each, and ci- 
gars that could be smoked for 5 
cents, although better ones could 
be bought for 10 cents. Instead of 
paying $4 an hour for an auto- 
bile to ride around the grounds the 
editor from Topeka paid 50 cents 
for the round trip, and instead of 
paying $2 for a carriage to go to 
the exposition grounds, he paid 5 
cents street car fare. He found 
that while persons stopping at one 
of the big hotels in the city would 
have to pay $4 a day for each per- 
son for a room, there were hun- 
dreds of places within a few min- 
utes' walk or ride of the grounds 
where comfortable rooms could be I 
had for $1 a day, and over two j 
hundred hotels where the prices ' 
ranged from 50 cents for lodging , 
and upward, and five hundred 1 
restaurants where the provender 
could be obtained at the home 
prices. — Macon Telegraph. 

The interior of a cannon is per- 
haps the last place in the world 
one would associate, with a siesta, 
and yet India possesses a gun 
which is capacious enough to form 
a chamber where officers retire for 
a siesta during the heat of the day.

Constructed — > Precious Docu- 
ments — Relics of Famous 
Statesmen and SoJdisrsa- 
Working Postal 
Exhibit. 

The UnltW States Government build- 
ing at the World's Fair occupies an 
elevated site Just south' of the main 
picture of the Exposition! The great 
central dome of the (Sovenament build- 
ing is visible ftiottv the very center of 
the Fair, looking: acrosa-the picturesque 
Bnnken garden' that lies between the 
Palaces of Mines- and- Metallurgy and 
illiberal Arts. 

The hill slope- 1»; front' of the Gov- 
ernment building is- terraced with 
broad stairway* almost completely 
covering the slope. The building i» 800 
feet long by 250 feet wide and is the 
largest structure ever provided at an 
exposition by the federal government. 
It is distinguished from all the other 
large buildings at the Exposition by 
the steel truss construction, the entire 
too* being supported by steel arches, 
forming- &• splendid domed ceiling. 

Ib'trJis ; btUldlng are Installed the ex* 
titbits of all the 1 executive departments 
df the government, the building is a 
H>nMt storehouse of a» endless variety 
ta treasures dear to the heart of every 
tree American. Frecious documents 
ate to'be-seen here, and the autographs 
et our* geeat men of the past are on 
display. Relics of famous statesmen 
•nd soldiers, carefully preserved 
idUWttgh generations, are exhibited, 
fiactii governmental department has in- 
stalled an exhibit shovWng its official 
character and mode of operation. 

Entering the Government building 
from the eastern end, the visitor sees 
fct his left a railroad postoffice car. 
This is not a mere coach standing idle, 



World. Its inferior decoratlonsi by El- 
mer Ellsworth Garnsey, furnish one 
of the chief delights of a visit to the 
national capital. A large model of this 
splendid building is a feature of the 
exhibit. The decorative features of 
the interior are reproduced in their 
original colors. 

The next exhibit on the right hand 
side of the central aisle is that of the 
Interior Department, occupying 11,702 
square feet. In this large space the 
visitor finds so many things of com- 
pelling interest that he is loath to 
leave. The Patent Office exhibit be- 
longs to this section. There are mod- 
els of many machines that have borne 
an important part in the development 
of the nation's industries. The earliest 
form of every device of human inven- 
tion, so far as possible, Is shown here. 
For instance, yon may see the actual 
sewing machine that was the first con- 
trivance of its kind every constructed; 
it was patented in 184C by Ellas Howe. 
The first typewriter, patented by C 
Thurber in 1S42; the model of the first 
cast iron plow, patented by Charles 
Newbold in 1797; the first screw pro- 
peller, invented by Robert Hook in 
1680; and many other "first" things 
are to be seen. The model of Abraham 
Lincoln's celebrated device for lifting 
steamboats off shoals is shown here. 
The first harvesting machine, made in 
the year 150 B. C., is one of the most 
ancient exhibits at the Exposition. 
There is also a model of the first steam 
engine, made in Egypt In the same 
year.

Disturbing Public Worship, 

We have been requested to pubs 
lish the law on disturbing public 
worship, and below wo give the 
law as contained in the Code of 
Georgia; 

Section 418. Any person who 
shall, by cursing or using profane 
or obscene language, or by being 
ntoxicated, or otherwise inde- 
cently acting, interrupt, or in any 
manner disturb a congregation of 
persons lawfully assembled for 
divine service, and until they are 
dispersed from such place of wor- 
ship, shall be guilty of a misde- 

Section 427. Any person who 
shall willfully* interrupt or dis- 
turb any public school,' private 
school, or Sunday school, or any 
assemblage, or meeting of any 
such school, lawfully and peat 
ably held for the purpose of scien* 
titic, literary, social or religious 
improvement, either within or 
without the place where such 
school is usually held, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, 

Section 434. If any persou 
shall sell, or offer to sell, any 
spirituous, alcoholic or malt liq- 
uors, in any quantity, within a 
radius of three miles of any church 
or public or private school house, 
be shall be guilty of a misdemean- 
or. 

Section 430. Any person who 
shall carry intoxicating liquor ex- 
cept for medicinal purposes, to 
any place where people are assem- 
bled for Sunday schobl, or for a 
Sunday school celebration, or day 
school celebration, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 

Section 438, If any person 

Ml carry to a chdrch or other 
plade where the people have as- 
nubled for divine worship, any 
liquor or intoxicating drinks, or 
shall keep or have in his posses- 
sion, custody of control any intox 1 - 
icating liquor at such place, he 
shall be guilty Of a misdemeanor. 

Section 489. If any person shall 
be and appear at any church or 
other place of divine worship, in- 
toxicated, of in any manner under 
the influence of intoxicating liq* 
uors; while the people are assem- 
bled for the purpose of engaging 
in any religious services, he shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 440. If any person 

all drink or in atiy manner use 
any intoxicating liquor at any 
church or other place of divine 
worship, where the people are as- 
sembled for the purpose of en- 
ng in such religious services, 
shall be guilty ot a misdemeanor.

Japanese Babies. 

Judging by Western ideas, Ja- 
panese babies have a hard time; 
yet, says the San Francisco Bul- 
letin, there are no healthier chil- 
dren in the world. The Japanese 
'baby is dressed and undressed -.in a 
frigid temperature in winter, and 
in summer no care is taken to pro- 
tect its tender little eyes from the 
full glare of the sun, 'In winter 
the small head is covered with a 
worsted cap of the brightest and 
gayest design and color. The 
black hair is cut in all sorts of 
fantastic ways, just like the hair 
of the Japanese dolls imported 
into this country. 

The babies of the lower classes 
are generally carried on the backs 
of the mother or sister; sometimes 
the -small brother is obliged to be 
the nnrsesmaid. The kimono is 
made extra large at the back, with 
a pocket of sufficient size to hold 
the baby,, whose round head 
•reaches the back of the neck of the 
person who is carrying it. It is 
not an uncommon sight to see 
children who are barely old 
enough to toddle burdened with a 
small brother or sister sleeping 
peacefully on their back. At first 
one expects to see the child stag- 
ger and fall beneath the weight, 
but apparently none of its move- 
ments are impeded, and it plays 
with the other children as uncon - 
cernedly as if it -were not loaded 
down with another member of the 
(family. • 

At Nagasaki, among the women 
coalers who coal the ships, one sees 
many who carry babies on their 
backs in this way. The mothers 
work all day in the rain or the 
sun or the snow, and the bab?/ 
seems indifferent to everything. 
The top of its head alone is vis- 
ible, while the movements of the 
mother do not seem in the least 
hindered, and she accomplishes as 
much work as the men.

CURIOUS THINGS FROM CHINA 

The Most Magnificent Beds Ever 8een 

Are Part of I'nc Celestial Empire's 

World's Fair Exhibit. 

The Chinese exhibit at the World's 
Pair is Ailed with pleasing surprises. 
Some of the most magnificent articles 
of furniture are a part of this wonder- 
ful display. T-he carving and inlaying 
of ivory, bone and wood illustrate the 
marvelous skill of the Chinese. 

Models included in this interesting 
exhibit show the homes and home life 
of the Chinese, their weddings and 
funerals, Chinese tea house, restau- 
rant and shop, Chinese weaving and 
some of the beautiful silks and wear- 
ing apparel of the Chinese and their 
methods of ii!.-uiu!\-H.'hini]g them. 

One feature of the exhibit is two 
magnificent Chinese beds, each of 
which has the appearance of being a 
small house of great beauty. One is a 
summer bed. the other for winter. The 
summer bed is hand carved and inlaid 
with ivory and bone figures and land- 
scapes exquisitely carved and so 
skillfully joined as to appear a part of 
the wood. 'The bed and furniture are 
of carved bamboo. The bed consists of 
an anteroom, with tables, chairs and 
tea stands, and in an inner room, which 
is the sleeping apartment, there is a 
couch with coverings of gauzy silks. 

The winter bed is still more elabo- 
rate. It consists of three compartments. 
The first contains four chairs, a. tea poy 
and a chest of drawers. This is the sit- 
ting apartment. The second is the dress- 
ing room, and the third is the sleep- 
ing apartment, or the couch itself. The 
furniture is of rosewood inlaid with 
ivory carving of birds, flowers and 
trees. The couch is covered with silka 
of the finest texture and in gaudy col- 
ors. The shseping compartments are 
lighted with Chinese lanterns of silk 
hung at the outer entrance, while the 
light enters through gauze panels, hand 
painted and in forms of rosewood in- 
laid with ivory figures. 

A table and dish made of highly pol- 
ished ash, with exquisitely carved 
bamboo figures inlaid, are shown. The 
work is so artistically done that each 
article seems to have been made of 
one piece of wood.

WHARFAGE FREE AT ST. LOUIS 

Twenty Miles of River Front For Wa- 
ter Craft at World's Fair City. 

Free wharfage will be given to all 
boats landing at St. Louis during the 
World's Fair. Traffic Manager Hil- 
leary of the Exposition and Joseph P. 
Whyte, harbor and wharf commission- 
er of St. Louis, have decided on the lo- 
cations assigned to the various kinds 
of boats. 

Yachts, steam launches and all boats 
propelled by their own power have 
been assigned wharf space between 
Choteau avenue and Biddle street. 
These streets, running east and west, 
form the boundary lines fof the 
tral business district of the city.
